JURY ACQUITS 
YOUNG SLAYER 


Youth Who Killed Stepfather 
For Striking Mother 
Gets Freedom. 


Love Again Finds a Way— 
Three Jobless Couples Wed 


Philadelphia, Sept. 13.—H arry Mc- 
G arrick Willauer, 21-year-old youth 
who slew his step-father when the 
latter struck his mother, was ac­ 
quitted of a m anslaughter charge 
Wednesday night in quarter sessions 
court. 
A jury which adjudged him guilt­ 
less rendered its verdict after its 
members had deliberated three and 
a half hours. 
‘I didn’t mean to kill him ; 
I 
merely wanted to scare him ," the 
youth had sobbed to the jury earlier 
in the day as he took the witness 
stand to tell how it came about th at 
he fired the shot last New Y ear’s 
eve th at ended the life of Arlington 
W illauer, 39. 
The stepfather, rushed from his 
home at 544 N. W arnock street, to 
the Jewish hospital, died a few hours 
after the shooting, asserting, ac­ 
cording to the boy’s m other: 
"I don’t blame H arry." 
It all happened, according to the 
youth, because the fire had gone 
out while the W illauers and friends 
had been out of doors welcoming 
the New Year. 
" It’s all the fault of th a t red­ 
headed little 
witnesses assert­ 
ed 
the stepfather shouted. 
They 
said he m eant his 19-year-old step­ 
daughter, Mary. 
Harry said th at after m aking th a t 
utterance the stepfather beat the 
girl and then turned to beating him 
when he interfered. 
"Then he went downstairs," he 
continued, "and pushed my m other 
over a chair. She fell to the floor 
unconscious. I yelled down, ’you’re 
a coward to hit a woman.’ He came 
upstairs again, but I had gone into 
his room and got his gun. 
"W hen he got to the head of the 
stairs I fired. He fell . . . th a t’s 
oil I know.” 
Mrs. Willowier also took the w it­ 
ness stand and testified concerning 
her second husband. 
"We got along w’ell together, but 
he had a bad tem per."

Declaring there was an "awful 
mess* aboard the once luxurious 
W ard liner—now a hulk of smolder­ 
ing wreckage in the sands of the 
Jersey shore—George Rogers, chief 
radio operator, testified he had to 
send to the bridge for orders and 
that the SOS was not sent out until 
after the flames were even searing 
through the radio room. 
Says There Were Disturbances on 
Ship 
"Spite work" was given as a pos­ 
sible cause of the fire by William 
Floyd Justis, chief electrician. 
"W as the crew of the M orro Cas­ 
tle efficient?" Justice was asked. 
“There were disturbances on the 
ship," he replied. 
"I 
don’t know 
that it wasn’t through spite work 
th at the accident happened. There I 
was dissatisfaction among the crew. I 
"If you became too good and knew 
your job too well, you were dism iss­ 
ed. The Ward Line w'ould give you 
all the m aterials you needed to do 
your w'ork in wonderful shape.

I 
AM one who would like to see poets pensioned by the people through 
their legislators. I would like to see every nation have a Poet Laureate 
—and every State or Province. 
I would like to see a sm all, but livable 
income provided for such a poet and his family, sufficient to keep him and 
them from want, and allow him to do his best work without worry. 
No real poet .should ever be allowed to go to w ar and be used as gun 
fodder, as was R upert Brooke, even though he did immortalize himself 
by a great poem about his native land. We need our poets to inspire us, 
and to emphasize the beauties all about us. 
I know of an American poet who was given $15.00 a week for a year 
th at he might complete a fine poem which he had in his m ind. This was 
the generous gift of a wealthy man. I have th a t tong poem in my library 
and prize it greatly, for it was well worth while to produce and enhanced 
the reputation of the poet writing it. 
Some of the greatest poets in the world were killed in the late World 
W ar—and what a pity, what a loss to mankind! 
Take the United States, for instance. 
W here are the great poets? 
There is a mere handful in a population of over a hundred million! 
W hat a dearth of great poets today. 
A pension for poets and recognition by Nations and States and Prov­ 
inces would instill a great ambition to do good work and thus enrich 
us all. The honor of a Poet Laureate would be som ething to inspire to, 
and it would encourage young writers to use anad develop the talents 
given to them. 
Some years ago the University of Michigan engaged Robert Frost, a 
really fine, a great poet, to come to its campus and just walk around and 
associate with its students and write as he pleased. 
It was a fine move. 
Other institutions could follow the example of th a t Michigan school to 
advantage. 
Poets should bt' honored while they live. 
Tile world sorely needs 
more—and better poets—to help make it a better world in which to live.

Huge Tennessee Valley Dams 
Speed New Industrial Empire 


By ROY E. HUTCHENS 
Knoxville, Tenn (APt.—Less than 
two years after President Roosevelt 
first told the country of his plan to 
harness the 
Tennessee river for 
mankinds convenience, an indus­ 
trial empire of a new sort has taken 
shape. 
Great dams and whirring turbines 
are 
electrifying 
the 
countryside. 
Ten thousand men are working in 
day and night shifts, bridling water 
power, reforesting barren land to 
offset, soil erosion and building elec­ 
tric lines to population centers. 
A new kind of town has arisen on 
land that was a wilderness little 
more than a year ago, a town de­ 
signed as a model for combining 
the better elements of urban and 
rural life. 
Monuinen. To Senator Norris 
Entering the valley 
from the 
north, the first spectacle would be 
the $34,000,000 Norris dam which 
will impound the Clinch river 20 
miles northwest of Knoxville. 
About 
1,200 men are 
working day and 
night to complete it on schedule. 
The finished structure will be 253 


feet high and 
1.800 feet long—-a 
mammoth concrete and steel monu­ 
ment to Senator George W. Norris 
of Nebraska, 
long 
champion of 
Tennessee river development. 
The dam will form an artificial 
lake with a shoreline of 800 miles. 
About 1,500 workers arc engaged in 
clearing timber and brush from 
34.000 acres within the reservoir 
area. 
Model Town Built 
Pour miles from the dam is the 
model town of Norris, where 
the 
Tennessee valley authority is carry­ 
ing out an experiment in town 
planning 
and 
modernization 
of 
homes at minimum costs. 
Two hundred and fifty houses, 
costing from $1,000 to $3,300 each, 
have been built and are rented to 
workers on 
the 
dam at 
prices 
ranging from $14 to $40 a month. 
Otto Is occupied by the TV A chair­ 
man. Dr. Arthur E. Morgan, and 
his family. 
Far to the south in Alabama 
there is another great reservoir, the 
Joe Wheeler dam, 
in the making. 
‘ Designed to cost 
$27,000,000, the 


structure, 50 feet high, will stretch 
nearly a mile across the Tennessee 
river and will impound water that 
will cover IOO square miles. 
More 
than 1.300 men are engaged in its 
construction and 2.500 others are 
clearing its reservoir. 
Turbines Are Turning 
A little further down the river is 
the Wilson dam at Muscle Shoals. 
Already its great turbines are gen­ 
erating electricity for municipali­ 
ties and countrysides in northern 
Alabama and Mississippi. 
All the 
lxwrr generated at that plant has 
been allotted to the TV A and no 
more will be available until the 
Norris and Wheeler dams are com­ 
pleted in 1936. 
Scattered throughout the valley 
are 4,000 CCC boys who have been 
assigned the task of planting 5,- 
000,000 trees on land subject to ero­ 
sion. 
Meanwhile, 
workers have com­ 
pleted IOO miles of rural transmis­ 
sion lines in Alabama and Missis­ 
sippi. 
Led by Tupelo, Mississippi, 
about 50 
municipalities have en­ 
tered into contracts with the TV A 
for Muscle Shoals power.

State Pays 193 Millions 
In Taxes to U. S. Treasury 


Washington, 
Sept. 
13 
(AP).— 
Pennsylvania paid $193,305,037 in 
ail forms of federal taxes during the 
fiscal year ended June 30, includ­ 
ing $21,565,539 in so-called new deal 
levies. 
The bureau of internal revenue 
released a report Thursday showing 
the Keystone 
State 
was second 
among the states in payment of 
income taxes, contributing $66,461,- 
022. This was a 2 per oent increase 
over the $65,354,910 reported for the 
fiscal year of 1933. 
Boosted by revenues from liquor 
and taxes collected under the na­ 
tional industrial recovery act. in­ 
ternal revenue receipts from Penn­ 
sylvania totaled $183,687,536 or 61 
per cent more than for the fiscal 
year of 1933. 
Legalization 
of 
liquor 
netted 
Uncle Sam $18 657.223 from distilled 
spirits made in or imported into 
Pennsylvania. In 
addition, 
the 
state paid $20,429,039 on beer and 
wines. Only New York and Wiscon­ 
sin exceeded Pennsylvania in pay­ 
ment of the various federal levies 
on fermented malt liquors. 
Motorists Pay Heavily 
Motorists of the Keystone State 
contributed more than $33,000,000 to 
the grand total of federal taxes. The 
one and a half cent tax on gasoline 
cost Pennsylvanians $28,134,652 in 
addition to $5,631,229 from the four- 
cent federal levy on lubricating 
oils.
